SEBRING CAMP-MEETINC 


Another arm ful of fuel was added 
the past week to Mie discontent over 
Mi*> high cost of livin g when a raise 
in the price of tobacco was announced 
by lo«al retailers 
Thus far the Increase applies only 
to < ertaln well known grades of long 
cut 
tobacco, 
which 
have heretofore 
! retailed at eight cents a package. The 
price has been increased to 1 > cents. 
The dealers attribute the advance 
to the increase in the internal re re 
nue tax levied by the governm ent. The 
increased tax applies to all grades 
of - pipe 
and 
chew ing 
tobacco 
ami 
eigaret*. it is said, but not to cigars 
Long cut tobacco has felt the first 
effect of the raise since it could be 
sold at 
an even, price of 
I" cents 
with tlie increase. 
On Other grades 
of 
sm oking tobacco

five and 
1" cents, an increase w ill 
likely be made but the size of the i»a< k 
age will be cut down instead.
